b.  (C)  Intelligence 

(1)  Significant  Section  Activltlea 

(a)  Collections  During  tlie  reporting  { eriod  the  S2  Collection  Branch  approved 
a  total  of  23  revised  Operational  Flans  and  addenda.  Thirteen  Operational  Plana 
were  terminated.  Further,  a  total  of  297  coded  informants  were  terminated  and  15 
prospective  agents  were  coded.  During  the  three  month  period  a  total  of  1,633,763$VN 
($13.8U5’'U5)  from  Cost  Code  912  Funds  was  expended,  resulting  in  the  production  of 

2., 596  intelligence  reports  (IRs) .  For  the  rei;orting  period  the  cost  per  IR  was 
$5  33‘  N'ine  Specific  Intelligei  e  Collection  Requirements  (SICRs)  and  four  SICR 
management  messages  were  processed.  Also  during  the  quarter  the  FY  71  2nd,  3rd, 
and  Uth  quarter  budget  estimates  were  reviewed  and  revised.  The  final  stages  of 
the  termination  of  intelligence  operations  were  completed  at  16  Special  Forces  camps. 

(b)  Operations? 

1  A  previously  produced  special  study  portraying  troop  ethnic  composition  in 
each'CIiXi  camp  was  up-dated  in  August,  September  and  October.  These  revisions  were 
of  particular  import  in  recording  significant  changes  in  troop  strength  brought 
about  by  the  conversion  of  numerous  CIDO  camps. 

2  During  the  reporting  period  5th  SF  GP  (Abn)  Intelligence  Bulletins  7-70 
through  9-70  were  prepared  and  disseminated  to  all  subordinate  elements.  The  bul¬ 
letins  contained  information  of  a  general  intelligence  value,  such  as  enemy  weapons, 
tactics,  and  possible  courses  of  action.  In  addition,  reviews  of  significant  dates 
during  applicable  months  were  included  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  enony  has  on 
past  occasions  initiated  offensive  activity  to  coincide  with  and  commemorate  certain 
dates  of  political,  religious  r'r  historical  importance.

3  During  the  reporting  period  the  polygraph  section  began  organic  support  once 
again  (on  14  Septonber  1970).

(a)  In  early  August  the  estimated  enemy  troop  strength  In  MR  1  was  56,500 
personnel,  of  which  49,000  were  combat  troops.  There  were  three  cunficmcd  enemy 
divisions,  nine  Independent  regiments,  and  35  Independent  battalions  held  by  Order 
of  Battle  to  be  operating  within  the  HR.  Although  no  troop  strength  figures 
were  received  during  September  or  October,  USARV  Order  of  Battle,  as  of  late  Oc¬ 
tober,  carried  three  enemy  divisions,  1?  independent  regiments,  and  35  Independent 
battalions  as  operating  within  or  on  the  borders  of  MR  1. 

(b)  Enemy  activity  was  generally  at  an  extremely  low  level  during  August  with 
little  or  no  significant  contacts  reported  from  the  majority  of  the  CIDG  camp... 

The  most  significant  intelligence  development  was  the  indication  that  the  304th  NVA 
Division,  which  had  infiltrated  into  QUANG  TRI  Province  during  the  months  of  June 
and  July,  had  undergone  a  major  reorganization  prior  to  infiltration.  PW' s  captured 
from  the  division's  9th  and  66th  NVA  Regiments  revealed  that  their  units  no  longer 
maintained  sapper  companies  which  are  normally  subordinate  to  an  infantry  regiment. 

It  Is  now  believed  that  these  sapper  companies  possibly  formed  the  nucleus  for  the 
newly  activated  29th  Sapper  Battalion.  In  QUANG  NAM  Province,  elements  of  the  5th 
Mobile  Strike  Force  (MSF)  conducted  operations  in  an  area  north  of  Camp  THUONG  DUG, 
where  enemy  activity  remained  at  a  low  level  and  little  sinlflcant  intelligence 
was  received.  In  QUANG  TIN  Province,  on  14  August,  a  CSF  operation  from  TIEN  PHUOC 
discovered  an  unoccupied  regimental- size  complex  six  kilometers  northeast  of  the 
camp.  On  18  August,  another  camp  operation  from  TIEN  PHUOC  raided  a  VC  complex 
consisting  of  27  structures,  approximately  5  kilometers  southwest  of  the  camp,  re¬ 
sulting  in  Seven  VC  killed.  On  25  August,  following  a  contact  with  an  estimated 
enemy  platoon  15  kilometers  south  of  TIEN  PHUOC,  a  search  of  the  contact  area 
yielded  a  cache  of  equipment  the  tvne  of  which  suggested  the  possibility  that  the 
site  had  been  used  as  an  ordnance  -acility.  The  contact,  in  which  two  VC  were  killed 
and  four  were  captured,  wa.s  believed  to  have  involved  an  element  of  the  402d 
VC  Local  Force  Sapper  Battalion.  In  QUANG  NGAI  Province,  information  received 
from  FW' s,  HOI  CHAN'S,  and  captured  documents  exposed  indications  of  an  impending 
offensive  to  ue  conducted  by  NVA,  as  well  as  VC  Local  and  Main  Force  elements  in 
the  sear  future.  A  compilation  of  reports  indicates  that  the  enemy  intended  to 
complement  his  direct  fire  attacks  against  Rr'/PF  outposts  with  indirect  fire  attacks 
against  the  more  populated  areas  of  QU/iNG  NGAI  City.  During  the  month  of  September, 
enemy  activity  in  MR  1  was  generally  at  a  low  level  with  the  exception  of  the 
AN  HOA-TIIUONG  DUC  area.  Enemy  activity  throughout  the  remainder  of  MR  1  consisted 
primarily  of  the  movement  of  VC  Local  Force  and  Main  Force  elements  toward  the 
coastal  lowlands.  On  29  September  at  1030  hours.  Camp  THUONG  DUC  and  THUONG  DUC 
District  Heftdquarters  received  an  indirect  fire  attack  consisting  of  approximately 
50  mortar,  recoilless  rifle  and  rocket  rounds.  Threa  civilians  vere  killed,  two 
were  wounoed,  and  one  bunker  was  destroyed.  During  the  weeks  prior  to  the  attack, 
several  agent  reports  had  indicated  that  elements  of  enemy  units  were  deploying 
toward  THUONG  DUC.  A  HOI  CHANH  statement  at  THUONG  DUC  District  Headquarters  on 
24  September  revealed  that  the  38th  NVA  Regiment,  VC  Military  Region  5,  was  in  the 
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area  of  the  camp  and  would  attack  during  the  monsoon  season.  Further  agent  reports 
Indicated  particularly  heavy  enemy  movement  within  four  to  five  kilometers  of  the 
cair^.  In  addition  to  the  3Bth  'TVA  Regiment,  the  577Lh  NVA  Rocket  Battalion  Is  be* 
lleved  to  be  Involved  at  THUONC  DUG.  Present  indications  are  that  the  attacks 
against  the  camp  will  continue  during  October,  with  the  possibility  of  ground 
probes  also  being  employed.  Elsewhere  In  MR  I,  Special  Forces  assets  will  probably 
continue  to  find  enemy  activity  at  a  relatively  low  level.  During  the  month  of 
October,  the  most  significant  contacts  and  intelligence  activities  occurred  within 
Camp  THUONC  DUC's  TAOR.  Continuing  attackB-by*f Ire  plagued  the  camp  during 
virtually  the  entire  month,  and  four  major  contacts  by  Camp  and  Mobile  Strike  Force 
operations  resulted  In  48  enemy  killed.  In  the  only  other  significant  contact  in 
MR  I,  an  operation  from  Camp  NONG  SON  killed  13  enemy.  The  contacts  within  Camp 
THUONC  DUC's  TAOR  were.  Dossibly  with  units  of  the  38tK  NVA  Regiment,  elements  of 
which  were  reported  Co/particlpatlng  In  the  attacks-by-f ire  on  the  camp.  Informa¬ 
tion  received  from  a  PW  who  was  captured  on  15  October  In  THUONC  DUC's  TAOR  revealed 
chat  the  operational  plan  for  the  36th  Regiment  Is  to  maneuver  the  490th  Sapper 
Battalion  and  Che  38ch  Regiment's  8th  Battalion  Into  an  encirclement  and  attack  of 
THUONC  DUC  during  the  1970  monsoon  season.  Meanwhile,  the  9th  Battalion,  38th  Regi¬ 
ment,  is  to  fend  off  ARVN  reinforcements  with  the  aid  of  a  12.7iiin  antiaircraft 
machinegun  company  agalnsc  Allied  air  support.  The  attacks-by-f ire  against  Camp 
THUONC  DUC  ceased  for  Che  last  five  days  of  the  month,  probably  due  to  adverse 
weather  conditions  and  the  number  of  casualties  inflicted  on  the  enemy  by  CSF  and 
MSF  operations.  The  lull  is  expected  to  continue  as  long  as  Che  adverse  weather 
conditions  prevail.  Elsewhere  in  MR  1,  there  were  no  slgnlflcanc  intelligence 
activities  involvirig  Special  Forces  assets.

(c)  There  were  no  new  weapons  or  equipment  introduced  ir\  MR  I  during  the  re¬ 
porting  period.  ^ . 

(d)  By  Che  end  of  Che  reporting  period,  all  Special  Forces  "A"  Detachment 
camps  in  HR  1  had  been  converted  into  the  ARVN  Ranger  border  surveillance  system. 
Therefore,  forecasts  es  to  enemy  activities  involving  Special  Forces  assets  in 
MR  1  are  not  applicable. 


(a)  In  early  August,  Che  estimated  enemy  strength  In  MR  2  was  57,000  per¬ 
sonnel,  of  which  39,900  were  combat  troops.  During  the  reporting  period,  enemy 
initiated  activity  was  centered  in  southwestern  PLEIKU  Province.  Contacts  occurred 
throughout  the  period  within  Camp  PLEI  ME's  TAOR,  and  in  late  October  the 
enemy  initiated  an  offensive  against  military  installations  in  that  area.  Else- 
wliere  in  MR  2,  the  enemy  Was  been  engaged  primarily  in  supply  procurement,  as 
severe  food  and  ammunition  shortages  have  greatly  hindered  other  activities  dur¬ 
ing  rec'"it  months.  As  of  late  October,  estimated  enemy  strength  was  57,000 
personnel,  of  which  39,500  were  combat  troops. 
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(b)  During  the  month  of  August,  enemy  activity  ranged  from  a  low  to  moderate 
level  throughout  MR  2.  In  KONTUM  Province,  enemy  activity  remained  at  a  low 
level,  with  CSF  operations  reporting  no  significant  contacts.  However,  Intel- 
ligence  received  during  the  month  continued  to  Indicate  that  the  enemy  may  be 
planning  to  conduct  another  major  offensive  in  the  OAR  SEANG  area  prior  to  the 
end  of  the  calendar  year.  Additionally,  intelligence  sources  suggested  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  a  new  NVA  regiment  west  of  DAK  SEANG,  which  was  reportedly  equipped  with 
armored  vehicles  and  accompanied  by  Chinese  advisors.  An  earlier  report  from  the 
same  area  stated  that  a  Ist  NVA  Regiment  would  coordinate  with  the  28th  NVA  Regi¬ 
ment  to  conduct  offensive  activity  In  the  DAK  SEANG  area.  Although  the  actual 
presence  of  such  units  remains  unconfirmed,  sensor  activations  indicated  Increased 
infiltration  into  the  region  during  late  July  and  early  August.  Activity  increased 
slightly  in  Camp  BEN  HEI ' s  TAOR  during  the  month,  as  CSF  operations  sighted  lights 
on  several  occasions  and  elements  of  the  4th  MSF  Battalion  reported  contacts  with 
up  to  platoon-size  enemy  elements,  as  well  as  the  discovery  of  several  recently 
used  bunker  complexes.  In  PLCIKU  Province,  enemy  activity  continued  at  a  moderate 
level  as  CSF  operations  from  all  four  CIDG  camps  reported  contacts  up  to  company- 
size  enemy  units.  Intelligence  continued  to  suggest  an  upcoming  offensive  to  be 
conducted  within  the  province.  However,  resupply  and  transportation  problems 
continued  to  hinder  the  enemy  build-up,  suggesting  Chat  the  offensive  might 
possibly  be  delayed.  During  late  July,  a  PU  captured  nine  kilometers  northwest 
of  Camp  PLEl  ME  revealed  that  elements  of  Che  K-1  Battalion,  95B  NVA  Regiment, 
and  the  63lst  NVA  Artillery/Infantry  Battalion  were  operating  within  PLEl  MB's 
TAOR.  On  8  August,  an  intelligence  source  reported  chat  a  143d  NVA  Regiment  with 
an  estimated  strength  of  1,000  men  was  located  26  kilometers  southwest  of  Camp 
PLEl  MRONG,  inside  Base  Area  702.  Although  Order  of  Battle  does  not  carry  a 
I43d  NVA  Regiment,  other  intelligence  sources  did  indicate  increased  activity 
within  the  base  .tea.  Elsewhere  in  PLEIKU  Province,  an  intelligence  source  re¬ 
ported  that  a  2d  N\'A  Regiment,  BKQ  Division,  was  located  five  kilometers  north¬ 
east  of  PLEl  MRONC  with  Che  mission  of  attacking  PLEIKU  City  during  late  August 
or  early  September.  Although  Order  of  Battle  does  not  carry  a  2d  NVA  Regiment 
in  this  area,  other  Intelligence  sources  indicated  that  a  battalion- size  enemy 
unit  was  operating  within  the  camp's  TAOR.  On  22  and  23  August,  PW' s  captured  18 
kilometers  northwest  of  the  camp  revealed  that  the  1st  Company,  VC  Region  5,  was 
operating  In  the  area.  During  late  August,  CSF  operations  from  Camps  DUC  C  )  and 
PLEl  ME  discovered  a  three-ton  rice  cache  in  the  K-1  Battalion's  normal  area  of 
operations.  Throughout  the  month,  enemy  transportation  elements  travelling 
through  PLEl  MB's  TAOR  encountered  CSF  operations  and  other  friendly  units.  An 
additional  burden  was  placed  on  eneny  resupply  efforts  by  the  requirements  of 
enemy  units  operating  deep  inside  Cambodia.  PW' s  revealed  that  supplies  were  being 
carried  from  Base  Area  702  to  the  BA  KEV  area  of  Cambodia.  Enemy  activity  during 
the  month  was  at  a  low  level  in  the  southern  portion  of  MR  2.  Intelligence  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  latter  portion  of  the  month  suggested  an  increase  Inlactivfty 
l.i  Base  Area  470.  However,  Order  of  Battle  carried  only  elements  of  the  250th  NVA 
Transportation  Regiment  as  operating  in  the  vicinity,  and  the  actual  presence  of 
any  new  units  remained  unconfirmed.

As  of  laie  October,  the  number  of  confirmed  independent  regiments  had  decrewaed 
to  eight,  wi'.ile  the  number  of  independent  battalions  increased  to  DO. 

(h)  During  August,  enemy  activity  was  light  in  both  PHUOC  LONG  and  BINH  LONG 
Provinces.  It  was  believed  that  the  5th  VC  Division  Headquarters  rmnalnsd  insids 
C^bodla,  approximately  25  kilometers  northwest  of  Cmnp  RU  DOP,  while  the  divis¬ 
ion's  17Uth  NVA  Regiment  was  held  to  be  located  approj^ately  sight  kilometers 
southwest  of  BD  OOP.  Anslv'ts  of  available  intelligence  indicated  that  the  5th 
Division  had  fcmad  a  new  regiment,  the  6th,  composed  of  divisional  cadre  and 
newly  infiltrated  personnel.  Although  the  6th  Regiment  was  carried  as  unlocated 
during  the  month,  it  was  believed  to  be  conducting  training  exercises  inside  Base 
Area  351 .  In  T/Y  NINH  Province,  enemy  activity  fcr  the  second  consecutive  month 
was  centered  along  Highway  22  in  western  War  Zone  C.  On  1  August,  a  CSF  operation 
from  Camp  TRANG  fii'P  made  contact  with  an  estimated  VC/NVA  battalion  in  the  vicin¬ 
ity  of  the  TRAI  BI  Bridge,  eleven  kilometers  southeast  of  Camp  IHIEN  NOON.  The 
contact,  which  resulted  In  15  enemy  killed,  was  probably  with  an  eleuent  of  the 
27l3t  VC  Regiment,  9th  VC  Division.  Intelligence  indicated  that  the  209th  NVA 
Regiment,  7th  NVA  Division,  and  the  95C  NVA  Regiment,  9th  VC  Division,  had  re- 
mai.ted  north  of  TlilEN  NGON  to  conduct  offensive  activity  against  Allied  operat¬ 
ion?  in  that  area.  Elsewhere,  Camp  KATIM  received  sporadic  sttscks-by-fire 
during  August,  and  although  the  enemy  unit  responsible  remained  unidentified,  it 
was  believed  to  have  beer  m  element  of  the  96th  NVA  Artillery  Regiment,  69th  VC 
Artillery  Cowuand,  which  was  located  approximately  ten  kilometers  northwest  of  the 
camp.  In  HAU  NOHIA  Prcvinee,  eneny  activity  was  again  light,  although  intelli¬ 
gence  reports  indicated  that  the  269th  VC  Main  horce  and  125th  VC  Artillery  Bat¬ 
talion?,  along  with  several  unidentified  units,  began  reirfiltrating  into  the 
province  from  the  BA  TriU  Base  Area  of  Canbodla.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  recent  intelligence  has  enphaaized  that  the  enemy  is 
using  guerrilla  lorces,  in  aadltion  to  main  and  local  force  units,  to  effect 
his  anti-pacification  policies,  it  is  likely  that  the  capabilities  of  larger  units 
are  oelng  used  inside  Caiibodia.  Additional  intelligence  has  suggested  that  units 
engaged  in  counteracting  the  governn.enb ' s  pacification  program  have  been  sanewhat 
aebilit&ted  by  personnel  losses,  resulting  from  these  activities.  As  a  result^ 
at  the  enfl  of  October,  although  the  total  enemy  strength  in  MR  u  remained  at 
api  roximatelv  uljOOO  men,  the  total  number  of  ccmbat  troops  was  estimatea  to  have 
been  32,700- 

bj  Witn  the  exception  of  the  period  2^  -  31  August,  oaring  whicn  hos'.ilities 
intensified,  enemy  activity  during  the  month  of  August  remair.ea  at  4  low 
evel.  3y  contrast,  activity  in  the  Jitn  Special  Tactical  Zone  during  the  nigh 
p.-int  remained  at  a  low  level.  The  euaay’s  brief  period  of  increasea  attarka 
probably  represented  an  attempt  to  aisi^ipt  the  senatorial  elections  of  30  August. 

His  efforts  were  characterized  bv  limited  attacka-by-fire  against  lightly  defended 
trooo  positions,  provincial  capitals,  and  district  towns.  Prior  to  this  high 
poitit,  the  enemy  was  thought  to  have  bean  primarily  concerned  with  resuppuy  uct- 
xvxties,  personnel  recruitment,  and  troop  movement.'  In  the  western  portion  of 
MR  U,  reports  had  indicated  the  buildup  of  eneny  troops  on  the  western  sJopes  of 
iPiTl  OIAI.  The  reportco  movemwit  of  forces  from  UUl  COTO,  as  well  as  the  relocation 
to  northwestern  MUl  GIAI  of  the  18b  WVA  Pegimental  Headquarters,  auggestea  that 
that  'init  may  nave  contributed  tnc  majority  of  torces  tc  th^  troop  ccncentration. 
Presently,  elements  of  tne  183  Nt'A  Keplr..ent  arc  thought  to  nave  reoeployed  to  IPJI 
ccro,  although,  in  addition  to  the  reportea  ncvenent  of  its  Zb  Battalion  to  an 
area  25  Kilometers  southeast  of  mA  TIK'.  jastrict  Town,  other  information  inoicated 
that  its  ZU  Battalion  may  have  relocated  to  the  Three  bisters  region,  uurir.g  the 
month,  there  were  two  incidents  in  the  oeven  J  ountains  area  involving  IZOmm  mortars, 
lespite  the  retartea  oestruction  of  two  of  these  weapons,  the  subsequent  impacting 
of  a  120min  round  at  Camp  BA  XOAI  indicated  that  the  enemy's  capabilities  may  have 
oeen  significantly  increa;  ed  in  Base  Area  LOO.  In  the  northwesuem  portion  of  MR 
a,  reports  reemphasized  the  possibility  that  the  295th  VC  Main  Force  Battalion  wn,. 
operating  in  central' Base  Area  70u,  in  conjunction  with  local  guerrilla  units, 
several  reports  also  indicated  that  an  estimated  200-man  company  of  recmita  was 
being  trained  in  this  region.  Infomation  supgestoa  that  units  in  the  area  were 
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ordered  in  early  August  to  prepare  for  an  offensive,  possibly  against  selected 
targets  in  HONG  NGU  District,  against  which  activities  were  reported  to  have  been 
previously  targeted.  Elsewhere  In  HR  4,  elements  of  the  504th  VC  Local  Force 
Battalion,  in  conjunction  with  other  guerrilla  forces,  were  reportedly  located  In 
the  Horseshoe  area  with  the  mission  of  harassing  Navy  PBR's  patrolling  the  region, 
probably  in  an  effort  to  keep  the  waterways  open  for  resupply  activities.  In 
addition  to  the  enemy's  Interest  in  Che  movement  of  troops  and  supplies  into  MR  4, 
evidence  also  revealed  that  he  may  have  been  interested  in  resecurlng  former  Cam¬ 
bodian  sanctuaries.  The  emphasis  on  such  efforts  may  have  resulted  in  Che  reported 
deployment  of  a  Forward  Coomand  element  of  the  enemy's  Military  Region  II  to  the 
southwestern  portion  of  Base  Area  470.  Allegedly,  the  Forward  Command  Post  was 
given  direct  control  over  the  BSth  NVA  Regiment,  the  DTI  and  DT2  VC  Main  Force 
Regiments,  and  five  provincial  guerrilla  units.  It  is  possible  that  this  delegation 
of  authority  was  intended  to  permit  Che  regional  headquarters  co  devote  more  of 
its  attention  to  Cambodian  affairs.  During  September  enemy  activity  consisted 
primarily  of  light  atCacks-by-f ire  against  military  outposts  and  troop  installa¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  taxation  efforts,  troop  movements,  and  resupply  operations.  The 
level  of  activity  remained  relatively  low  throughout  the  month  with  the  exception 
of  limited  hlghpolnCs  on  23  and  28  September.  Except  for  the  deployment  westward 
of  an  element  of  the  18B  NVA  Regiment  to  a  position  approximately  25  kilometers 
southeast  of  HA  TIEN  District  Town,  the  disposition  of  major  units  in  HR  4  re¬ 
mained  relatively  unchanged  during  the  period.  Within  the  Seven  Mountains  area 
where  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  was  carried,  ARVN  forces  on  NUI  CAM  discovered 
a  cache  and  contacted  an  unidentified  enemy  unit  on  20  and  21  September,  respec¬ 
tively.  According  to  agent  reports  and  captured  documents,  the  enemy  reverted  to 
the  use  of  primarily  guerrilla  tactics  in  his  effort  to  counteract  the  GVN  pacifi¬ 
cation  program.  Intelligence  pertaining  to  directives  allegedly  levied  on  VC 
coamlttees  in  districts  adjacent  to  Base  Area  704  indicated  that  COSVN  had  ordered 
guerrilla  forces  to  consolidate  their  capabilities  and  cooperate  with  the  VC  infra¬ 
structure,  particularly  in  regard  to  taxation  activities.  Elsewhere,  a  three- 
phased  plan  was  said  to  have  been  initiated  to  combat  the  pacification  program, 
to  include  propagandising  against  the  GVN,  infiltrating  People's  Self  Defense 
Force  and  Popular  Force  outposts,  and  employing  main  force  tactics  against  the 
government's  installations.  The  recipient  of  the  orders,  the  VC  BEN  TRE  Provin¬ 
cial  Committee,  was  also  reported  to  have  been  assigned  the  task  of  creating 
a  new  unit,  the  516C  VC  Local  Fore  Battalion.  The  battalion  was  reportedly  to 
have  been  used--along  with  COSVN  reinforcements- -in  an  offensive  scheduled  for 
the  end  of  October.  Other  Informatloii  from  the  period  may  have  disclosed  influ¬ 
ences  affecting  the  enemy's  renewed  interest  in  primary  tactics.  Whereas  various 
information  referred  to  shortages  of  weapons  and  ammunition  among  enemy  forces, 
a  report  from  RIEN  TUONG  Province  disclosed  that  amnunitlon  and  equipment  had  been 
confiscated  from  guerrilla  forces  and  shipped  to  the  SONG  TRANG  Region  £ol  dis¬ 
tribution  to  units  Inside  Cambodia.  Other  indications  suggested  that  morale  may 
have  been  low  among  enemy  personnel,  requiring  the  addition  of  NVA  troops  to  several 
units  and. the  movement  elsewhere  of  men  \diose  homes  were  near  a  unit's  area

(1)  USA3F  Medlc^  Care.  The  capability  for  provlelon  of  unit  level 
weaical  care  to  U^jLSf  VIES  expanded  at  SFOB  dispensary  by  aualng  X^ray^ 
electrocardlograu,  audiometry  and  bacterlologlc  culture/identification 
facilities,  in  order  to  reduce  traffic  to  Cam  Ranh  Bay  since  the  closure 
of  the  8th  Field  Hospital.  USARV  hospital  meolcal  support  to  USASF 
ttiroughout  the  Republic  has  remained  excellent. 

(2)  CIDO  Medical  Care . 

(a)  CICQ  and  Vi'lSF  meaical  procedures  in  the  reporting  and  treating 
of  Veneral  Disease,  Leprosy,  Tuberculosis,  and  Plague  have  been  Vietnom- 
Ized  by  adopting  the  Klr'stry  of  Health  programs  for  these  diseases. 

The  adoption  of  these  programs  will  prepare  Vietnamese  medics,  remaining 
on  site  alter  conversion  of  CIDQ  Camps,  to  obtain  care  in  those  disease 
areas  for  the  military  and  clvllioi  personnel  living  in  and  around  these 
remote  camps. 

(b)  Dossiers  (the  equivalent  of  annotated  certification  by  the  5th 
Gtroup)  on  individual  CIDQ  nurses,  medics  and  technicians,  containing  their 
medical  training  and  capabilities,  are  being  delivered  by  local  medics  and 
doctors  to  each  Province  Medical  Chief  prior  to  conversion.  These  dosr 
slers  will  enable  the  individual  to  gain  employment  eommensurate  with  his 
or  her  capabilities,  in  most  cases  within  the  same  district,  for  those 
CIDQ  personnel  unable  to  be  converted  to  ARVN.  The  employment  of  some  of 
these  individuals  in  the  QVN  Rural  Health  Program  will  gllow  their  skills 
to  be  used  locally  to  benefit  the  health  of  troop  dependents  living  near 
tne  remote  camps. 

(c)  In  order  to  Implement  Vietnamizatlon,  USASF  advisors  have  assist¬ 
ed  their  VHSF  counterparts  in  adopting  the  ARVN  imunization  program  for 
CIDQ  personnel. 

(3)  Prevgmtlve  Meaici^.  CUD  Malaria  remains  markedly  below  the

(a)  During  this  reporting  period  all  means  of  comnunlcations 
organic  to  Che  connand  continued  to  operate  at  a  high  level  of  ef¬ 
ficiency  with  no  major  problems  encountered. 

(b)  Headquarters  Sth  SF  Gp  (Abn),  let  SF  Is  continuing  Co  review 
Che  nature  and  volvne  of  all  electronically  cranonlcted  traffic.

a.  Reference  item  concerning  "Distribution  of  PSfOP  Leaflats,"  page  5^, 
paragraph  2i(l).  Dissemination  of  propaganda  should  be  accosplishad  I7  all 
available  means  emphasizing  the  most  effective  means  uhen  possibls.  The 
Pace  to  Pace  aspect  of  placing  leaflets  in  the  hands  of  children  for 
distribution  to  their  parents  encourages  tha  children  to  participate  in 

the  propaganda  effort,  and  mill  probably  produce  favorable  residual 
attitudes  if  the  leaflet  message  does  not  offend  the  target  audience. 

Unit  has  been  so  skdvlsad. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  "S-5  Personnel  Voiicing  in  Off •Limits  Aress," 
page  55,  paragraph  2i(2),  The  mission  of  the  35  generally  is  to  gain  tha 
support  of  the  local  populace  through  use  of  PSYOP  and  Civic  Action/Comaunity 
Development  Programs.  To  achieve  this  objective  the  S5  must  be  free  to 

uork  ulth  Local  National  Officials,  This  authority  can  not  be  considered 
as  license  for  Indlsorlmtnate  visitations  to  off-limits  areas  in  an  unofficial 
capacity.  Should  appearance  of  US  personnel  in  off-llnlts  areas  become  too 
frequent  an  impression  of  official  approval  for  such  areas  mill  be  erron¬ 
eously  assumed  by  other  US  personnel  and  the  Vietnamese  populace  in  general 
thus  voiding  the  original  purpose  of  the  off-limits  designation.  Recommend 
CO  5SPGA,  ISF  In  conjunction  mlth  local  military  and  civilian  las  enforce¬ 
ment  officials  develop  a  special  pass  for  personrel  required  to  work  in 
off-llnlts  areas.  Unit  has  been  so  advised. 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  "Preventive  Medicine  Supplies,"  page  55, 
paragraph  2j(l)i  nonconcur.  The  so  called  preventive  medicine  supplies 
and  equipment  are  items  of  common  usage  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Chemical 
Corps  and  Medical  Department,  VorldHlde,  the  vast  majority  of  these  items 
are  utilized  primarily  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  in  their  insect  snd 
rodent  control  programs.  It  Mould  be  neither  efficient  nor  expedient  for 
the  smaller  user  to  mauiage  these  items  on  a  Morld  Nide  basis.  Iho  herbicides 
and  related  equipment  are  utilized  primarily  by 'the  Chemical  Corps.  The 
relatively  minor  usage  of  these  items  by  the  Medical  Depsrtsant  again  does 
not  Marrant  transfer  of  these  items  to  the  medical  supply  system.  Unit  has 
been  so  advised.

The  datemlnatlon  of  the  best  method 
to  treat  eater  le  baaed  on  the  quality  of  the  eater  to  be  treated.  In 
some  araaa  becauae  of  unaocaptaUy  high  content  of  aollda  the  aolld  aaterlale 
auat  be  reaoved.  In  theae  areaa  an  Srdalator  nuat  be  uaed.  In-line  chlor- 
inatora  have  proven  effective  but  are  aubject  to  malfunctions  and  doen  time. 

For  thia  reason  in  nany  areaa  ehere  this  aethod  Is  used  it  is  highly  recomsended 
ttist  a  full  time  operator  be  assigned  to  preclude  the  aystea  from  becoming 
non-potable  aa  a  result  of  equipsent  failures.  Historically,  several 
outbreaks  of  disease  have  been  traced  to  non-potable  eater  from  non-attended 
in-line  chlorinator  s.'^s'^.^ms  eharein  the  chlorination  equipment  had  become 
inoperable  ehile  the  n  continued  to  produce  non-chlorinated  mater.

Thia  haadquartara  concurs  in  subject  report  with  the  following 
comments : 

Reference  paragraph  2J(2),  page  55:  Concur.  Due  to  the 
inherent  problem  of  non-potable  water  being  Introduced  into  a 
water  system  by  a  malfunctioning  in-line  chlorination  system, 
this  type  system  would  not  be  considered  to  be  effective 
unless  trained  operator/maintenance  personnel  were  available 
for  constant  monitoring  of  the  syntem  while  it  Is  In  operation. 
In  cases  where  chlorination  only  Is  required  to  produce 
potable  water  (as  opposed  to  removal  of  suspended  solids  as  Is 
done  in  the  Erdlator  process),  the  in-line  chlorination  systems 
appear  to  be  an  effective,  low-coat  process.  Studies  should  be 
made  to  determine  the  degree  to  which  in-line  chlorination 
systems  could  be  used  effectively  were  they  Introduced 
universally  into  the  Inventory.
